brought half a gallon of melted cream 
to Mr, Cox's stpre and asked him 
what was Die idea. 


Shortly after the delivery of the 


cream Tuesday night, a similar phone 
call was received by the Checkered 
Cafe, asking that half a dozen sand- 
wiches and a large order of ice cream 
be delivered to the old' Hotel Barlow 
annex on Pivision street. A negro 
porter went out from the cafe with 
the order, but arriving at the house, 
found the order was wanted by sev- 
eral men who were reclining in a car 
parked at the curb.

able confusion. A similarly worded 
Senate reservation adopted In approv- 
ing adherence to the court six weeks 
ago drew such.fire from other nations 
that.formal American entry was pre- 
vented.

Senator Reed said the language writ- 


ten into the preamble of the Senate 
resolution of ratification Wednesday 
>y the committee was merely, inter-' 
>retative of the American stand and 
does not require approval of the oth- 
er nations. 


Chairman 'Borah of the committee, 


a foe of the coUrt, contended that it 
amounted to a reservation and de- 
manded formal approval of the other 
adherents to the court before Amer- 
can. participation could become an 
accomplished fact. 


After other powers refused to accept 
he Senate's reservation against ad- 
visory opinions, rules of the court 
were revised under a commission 
leaded by Elihu Root. Mr. Root con- 
ended the new rcles accomplished 
what was sought by the Senate's old 
reservation. President 
Hoover ap- 


proved the revised protocol and sub- 
mitted, it \o the Senate. 


The Reed resolution stiplates: "Said
